of whom were land soldiers, drilled 
solely in the art of handling in 
fantry, artillery, and land trans- 
port. Nor were the high Navy men.

Well, there were bombing tests 


in an effort to prove or disprove 
Mitchell' s theory of air power, but 
prejudiced judges said the tests 
were inconclusive. Mitchell pro- 
tested — so they threw him out of 
the armed services, and added a 
reprimand to his official record 
for good measure. 


He died in official disgrace. 
But there were other observers 


at Billy Mitchell's bombing tests, 


^'observers from officially "disarm- 


ed" Germany. They differed from 
the opinions of our own high brass 
They thought the war plane had a 
future. 


And Germany went on tto almost 


whip the entire world — with an 
idea developed by Billy Mitchell 
and rejected by his American su- 
periors.

ASCAP Agrees 
to Play the 
U.S. Way 


New York, March 15 — (/p) — 


The big business side of American 
music has a new score to prac- 
tice today — an arrangement writ- 
ten by Uncle Sam. 


It was a legal variation on an 


old business theme of the Ameri- 
can Society of Composers, Authors 
and Publishers, better known by 
its initials, "Ascap." 


The soceity works as a pool of 


music writers and publishers that 
grants performing rights and col- 
lects royalties for almost all the 
copyrighted music in America. 


In two concent decrees in fed- 


eral court yesterday, Ascap agreed 
to play the anti-trust division's way 
in the interest of harmony. 


The decrees will have a wide 


effect on both foreign and domes- 
tic music business, but mostly in 
a financial way. 


The main provisions of the de- 


crees will do this: 


1. Force Ascap to cut all ties 


with 
international 
organizations 


that might lead to a monopoly of 
foreign mus.ic in the U.S. 


2. Make Ascap end all arrange- 


ments giving it sole control of a 
ioreign country's music, or which 
require similar foreign societies to 
deal with Ascap. 


3. Require Ascap to offer movie 


producers and television stations a 
single license to cover all perform- 
ances of music in a film or tele- 
cast. 


4. Prevent Ascap 
from using 


movie exhibitors (theater owners) 
for royalties. 


5. Give any commercial user of 


music who questions Ascap's roy- 
alty rates a court review of them. 


6. Allow any or Ascap's 2,4999 


members to license his music in- 
dependently or to resign from the 
society at any time. 


These changes, which are sweep- 


ing in the fields they cover, came 
as a result of anti-trust and car- 
tel suits started by the govern 
ment several years ago.
